DEFEXSE RESTS CASE -STATE

In Thursday s report an important 
feature of Mrs. D. Hall’s testimony 
was overlooked. It was to the effect 
that while eating dinner on the day 
of Pirtle’s death she saw a man at 
the well 123 yards from

judged to be Johnny Pirtle.

tragedy. John Sutherland and Char­ 
ley Posey rode the animals some dis­ 
tance up the street and back that the 
jury might get a full view of them and 
their gaits. 
Dr. S. P. Ross: Did not say at cem­ 
etery that the skull was shattered by- 
explosion inside. 
E. B. Forrest: 
Was at cemetery 
when body was exhumed; heard Dr. 
Ross say skull w*as shattered by con­ 
cussion inside. 
Ben Allen: 'Was at cemetery w-hen 
Jody was taken up; did not hear at­ 
torney ask Or. Ross how he account­ 
ed for shattered condition of skull. 
Ross Stevens: Often heard Pirtle 
speak well of Jackson. 
Mrs. J. C. Jackson: Mother of John 
Pirtle; married Jackson Jan. 26, 1911; 
Jackson and Pirtle always on good 
terms; Jackson generally hunted for 
Pirtle when he was off on a drunk; 
‘Pirtle liked to carry a gun; some­ 
times locked his gun up; would often 
borrow Jackson’s gun; at time of 
death his gun was in his trunk; not 
loaded; no shells in house; Wallace 
Thomas got gun.after death; brough: 


it back; Bud Pirtle got it next; was 
loaded; Pirtle carried $1,000 insur­ 
ance in W. O. W. less than year; col­ 
lected $500; Pirtle’s land worth $6,- 
000 or $7,000; had some live stock;

Dr. J. R. Craig: Did not think a 
blow on the head with sufficient force 
to make hole an inch in diameter in 
skull could fall to break scalp. 
Dr. Duke: Wound in left ear as 
in deceased could have been fired with 
right hand; was of the opinion that 
skull was fractured by internal ex­ 
plosion. 
Ben Allen: Heard Dr. Ross say that 
skull was fractured by internal con­ 
cussion. 
Charley Posey: Never 
heard 
Dr. 
Ross say he agreed with Dr. Duke, 
but saw him nod his head. 
J. C. Jackson: Lived 15 years in 
vicinity of Hurd and Stratford; nev­ 
er had any trouble prior to this case;
